Richards was. squatting on his 
hams back of the plate catching 
and studying pitchers. He noted 
one- important fact. A_ pitcher 
who was in shape could bang a 
fast one in there for nine in- 
nings, or mix it up with a curve, 
and finish strong. 


When he got his big league 
chance he pulled no secret out 
of his strong box. He simply 
made the members of his pitch- 
ing staff a part of the team. For 
years baseball pitchers have been 
just fellows they called off the 
bench to throw the ball. 

Richards changed that. He | 
had his pitchers report 10 days 
ahead of the others. He had them 
sliding and running. He had them 
do wind sprints. He sent them 
around and around the bases. 
He divided them up and made 
them play games, with a pitcher | 
at every position. That was why 
he could, with some confidence, 
put a pitcher temporarily at 
third base when confronted re- 
cently with a pinch-hitter prob- 
lem. .

PHILADELPHIA, June 10 — 
Michael V. DiSalle, head of the 
Office of Price Stabilization, re- 
iterated here Sunday his determi- 
nation to go through with the an- 
nounced program of beef price 
rollbacks despite growing oppor 
sition from the cattle industry. 

“T will stay with this program 
of beef stabilization as long as 
I’m in Washington,” he asserted at 
a dinner in his honor by a group 
of Italian-American organizations. 
“It’s a patriotic duty of the meat 
industry to co-operate with their 
government at this time.” 

DiSalle made no direct refer- 
ence in his extemporaneous speech 
to By ge increasing shortages of 
beef in wholesale and retail chan- 
nels are attributable to -holdbacks 
by raisers and feeders as a dem- 
onstration of opposition to the 
price control plan. 

He said, however, national in- 
terest would be better served if 
meat producers followed the ex- 
ample of cotton growers. Instead 
of reducing acreage as a measure 
to raise the farm price, DiSalle 
said, cotton men co-operated with 
the government’s anti-inflation 
program and increased plantings 
to such an extent that the pre- 
dicted 1951 crop is a record 16,- 
000,000 bales. ‘ 

“They (cotton growers) did not 
sulk,” the OPS director added.

Austria has always 
been treated as a national unit, a 
policy which has had very favor- 
able results, as indicated by the 
fact that in the Soviet-controlled 
zone, the’ Communists polled only 
five percent of the votes. 

‘Nevertheless, since the USSR 
controls the policies of the USIA 
firm (Soviet controlled) in the 
Soviet zone of Austria and the 
Soviet sector of Berlin, it is in- 
evitable that some strategic goods 
are being shipped from Austria 
to the Soviet orbit. 

“The Kem amendment would

“Berlin. The Kem amendment 
would require the end of all) 
further assistance to the western 
sector of Berlin; thus nullifying 
the great victory of the airlift 
and sealing off the Berliners to 
a fate of Soviet police control.

It is 
impossible to provide complete 
controls over all strate goods 
in a-large city governed by four 
occupying nations. | 

“Western Germany. The Kem) 
amendment would cut off all aid | 
to western Germany. Considerable 
trade in strategic goods goes on 
between western arid eastern 
Germany.

Jumps Track, 26 Injured 


MUNCIE, Ind., June 10—(AP)—Eleven cars of the New 
York Central’s westbound Knickerbocker passenger train 
jumped the tracks near Muncie Sunday, injuring 26 persons. 


The road’s double track main 
line was torn up for three-quar- 
ters of a mile, blocking rail traffic. 

Of the injured, 14 were pas- 
sengers and 12 were crew mem- 
bers, most of them porters and 
stewards. 

All were taken to Ball Memorial 
Hosiptal in Muncie, where attend- 
ants said none of the injured was 
in serious condition. All but two 
persons were released after first- 
aid treatment. 

Only one car was upset. It was 
a@ passenger coach four cars be- 
hind the twin-unit Diesel loco- 
motive. The derailment broke the 
train into two sections and the 
upset car was the lead coach of 
the second section. 

A woman on the upset car, Miss 
Mary Knauer, of Greencastle,

Rising Taxes and Inflation 


The House ways and means committee 
last week tentatively approved a tax in- 
_crease estimated to bring in about $7,000,- 
000,000 more to help pay the cost of re- 
armament, 


Everybody’s income tax liability would 
go up, under the measure, by 12 per cent. 
“Corporate tax increases would amount to 
$2,000,000,000 and the law would permit 
as much as 90 per cent of a person’s in- 
come to be paid in taxes. 


It is a stiff rise but every penny, and 
“more, is needed. There will be further tax 
increases as mobilization gathers speed. 


But the saddening thing is that the buy- 
ing power of this tax increase already has 
been wiped out by inflation. Only the 
‘other day Secretary of Defense Marshall 
testified that inflation has cost the de- 
fense program alone $7,000,000,000 in the 
past year. That means simply that the 
$35,000,000,000 which Congress voted for 
rearmament this fiscal year will purchase 
only $28,000,000,000 worth of war goods. 


And that does not include the effects 
of inflation on regular peacetime functions 
of the government. Neither does it con- 
sider the disaster that has overtaken the 
pocketbooks of the housewives. 


Yet, the short-sighted and selfish are 
urging the Congress to let economic con- 
trols die on June 30. If that should hap- 
pen it would be, as Eric Johnston re- 
minded a congressional committee the 
other day, that Congress could not pass tax 
bills fast enough to keep up with inflation. 

Mr. Truman spoke the view of the lead- 
ing economists and financial experts when 
he said the other day the Russians could 
win the war without firing a shot if we 
allow our currency to be depreciated by 
price inflation. 

Price controls are, of course, no cure-all 
for inflation. But coupled with credit re- 
strictions and materials allocations which 
already are in effect or authorized they 
will go far toward maintaining economic 
stability in a frenzied era. 

Those who see in the present business 
lull an indication that price controls are 
not necessary are blind to the forces at 
work. War production is yet small. It 
will gather momentum and in coming 
months the pinch will begin to hurt. Du- 
rable civilian goods will become scarce. 
Incomes are rising. Employment is shoot- 
ing up. Unless price and wage controls 
are continued, and strengthened, there is 


real danger of runaway inflation. 


Going After the Sales Tax Profiteers 


Some merchants in_the state still are 
cheating on the sales tax. The practice is 
not as prevalent as in the confusing days 
immediately after the tax became effec- 
tive, but it is wide enough to cause con- 
cern. 


The profiteering is accomplished by 
charging more than the legal 3 per cent 
required and‘ pocketing the difference. 
The offense is most frequent on small 
purchases. 

But the State Revenue Department hap- 
pily has found what it believes to be a 
remedy and a means of bringing the profi- 
teers to justice. ~ 

State law requires that all collections 


of the sales tax, including those in excess 
of 3 per cent, be turned into the state. 


Price increases now are under control 
of the Office of Price Stabilization. Vio- 
lations of ceilings are subject to federal 
prosecution. 

State revenue agents now are in the 
process of making spot audits to single out 
those who are cheating. Any excess col- 
lections claimed as a price increase will be 
turned over to OPS for price enforcement. 
If not, the state will take legal action if 
necessary to recover all charges paid by 
consumers as a Sales tax. 

It ought to be an effective method of 
taking the profits out of profiteering. Let 
us hope so.

We congratulate Dr. rere on this 
recognition by Presbyterian leaders, 


A Boost for the Livestock 


Georgia’s development as a dairying and 


livestock state has been little short of 


phenomenal.

4g diets which would bring the greatest

Semifinal Look 
At the Issues 


WASHINGTON—Now that the Joint Chiefs 


of Staff have had their say before the Senate: 


Far Eastern policy investigating committee, it is 
appropriate to make some semifinal appraisal of the issues raised 
over the President’s dismissal of Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 


In the light of all the voluminous testimony that has been 
taken—more than a million words of it—it is inconceivable that 
the committee can fail to find justification for the President’s 
action. There may be several different reports, to be sure. Some 
members of the investigating committee have been so blind in 
their MacArthur partisanship that they may be expected to join 


in a minority report condemning the whole incident from the 


beginning. 


It may well be also that the President will come in for gen- 
eral criticism by the committee for the manner in which the 
MacArthur ouster was handled. Legitimate complaints have been 
made that he might have proceeded in a softer way, rather than 
jerking the rug from under the general as he did. 


But on the basic questions involved, there can be little doubt 
that the ‘testimony of the Joint Chiefs of Staff has constituted an 
overwhelming rebuttal of the MacArthur strategy and a clear 
demonstration of why the general was fired. The majority re- 
port of the committee will undoubtedly set this forth. 


Main Factors In his earlier testimony Secretary of Defense 

George Marshall described the main factors 
in the MacArthur dismissal—public statements ht made in viola- 
tion of presidential directives, and a premature announcement 
which vitiated a cease-fire proposal the government was prepared 
to make. But it remained for the Joint Chiefs to develop the 
matter further. 


It was related throughout their testimony that General Mac- 
Arthur was out of sympathy with the policy relayed to him by 
his superiors in Washington. Admiral Sherman, chief of naval 
operations, called it “lack of repsonsiveness” and “a tendency to 
debate and in certain cases to criticize.’ General Collins, the 
Army chief, went so far as to assert that MacArthur had dis- 
regarded policy instructions to use primarily South Korean troops 
in the approach to the Yalu River. General Bradley, head of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, felt that civilian control of the military had 
been jeopardized by MacArthur’s conduct. 


The Joint Chiefs made it clear that they respected MacAr- 
thur’s position and his difficulties, gnd hence they were reluctant 
to be too critical. Nevertheless, it was shown that they felt he 
had repeatedly misjudged the enemy he was opposing and had 
not always given proper heed to intelligence reports made avail- 
able to him for his guidance. For one thing, he paid scant. atten- 
tion to warnings from the Joint Chiefs about the danger of split- 
ting the Eighth Army and Tenth. Corps at the beginning of the 


Chinese Communist intervention in Korea. 

Holding Fast General MacArthur felt so strongly about the 
need for expanding the war that he was led 

to believe it would be impossible to hold more than a beaehhead in 

Korea, if his recommendations were turned down. Yet at the 

very time he was sending this gloomy message to Washington 

General Ridgway had succeeded in stabilizing a line. 


While the order dismissing the general was issued by the 
President the Joint Chiefs made it plain that it was no casual 
decision. Each of them had weighed the matter carefully and all 
concurred, from a military point of view, in the action taken, 
though some of them agreed that it might have been handled 
better in a different way. 


Finally, the Joint Chiefs were unanimous in. their rejection 
of the MacArthur thesis for expanding the war—a war that is 
now going very much in our favor, it should be noted. This was 
perhaps the most impressive part of their testimony, since it 
dealt with the main point of conténtion raised by MacArthur. 


Each of ,them opposed an enlargement of the war on the 
ground that it would commit too much of American military 
power in something that would not be decisive and would in- 
volve the risk of a global war. General Bradley summarized the 
feeling of the Joint Chiefs with his epigram about it being the 
“wrong war, wrong place, wrong time, wrong enemy.”

The Law Needs Changing 


Another glaring fault with Georgia’s election laws has come to 
light. Under the state Constitution as it now stands, voters in 
every county will be called upon to vote in an election in August 
in which the only officers to be chosen are solicitors general in 
three Superior Court circuits. 


One of these posts happens to be in our own southwestern 
judicial circuit. The three solicitors holding the offices now were 


-appointed by Governor Talmadge to fill out unexpired terms. 


Everyone thought that the appointees would serve until the gen- 
eral election in 1952, But the old law was uncovered and the 
state must go to the expense of holding this election. 

The only candidates in the election, as we understand it, will 
be the three men now holding the offices under appointment, 
the state Democratic executive committee having nominated them. 
In other words, there wil] be no contests for the offices. Even if 
there were contests, the people in the counties not included in 
one of the three circuits would have no interest in who was 
elected. 


This law should be changed when the Legislature convenes in 
January to prevent the state being put to such unnecessary and 
foolish expense in the future.

associations descended upon this city recently, pounding tables and making loud 
noises like six-shooters, they threatened that if controls weren’t taken off farmers 


oni hold their cattle off the market and there would be “black markets.” 
It’s a free country. Sure. Farmers can strike, like labor and with- 


the great beef strike of 1951. 


So now we have 


hold food from the market, though statistics showing what a fat return they are getting for their 
work and their product seem to yield little justification—and particularly at a time of natiqnal 


crisis when some restraint might be expected. 

But, just as farmers can strike, so can con- 
sumers. In fact, many of us have already, as a 
matter of necessity. We find we can do with- 
out beef, seeing as how we have to, anyhow. 
But this is still a spotty strike and there are not 
enough of us yet to bring the steer stalkers to 
terms. 


What we need is a general consumers’ 
strike. Just let the farmers sit and watch 
their cattle sit on their rump steaks and we 
can sit on ours. They can use them for pets, 
and maybe, send us one or two for our zoos 
so the younger generation can see what a 
cow looked like. 


Let the beef already prepared and delivered 
just cool off in the storage vaults. Maybe, if 
we just sit tight long enough and eat something 
else, we’ll have a price-cutting contest like those 
going on now in other lines. Maybe they’ll 
come asking us to drop in and get a steak like 
grandpappy used to eat at a price closer to 
what pappy used to pay. 

If this be revolutions, sirs, let the cowboys 
make the most of it. 

We could all become vegetarians. . 

It’s possible to grow old gracefully that way, 
and comfortably, even brilliantly. Look at 
George Bernard Shaw. Photographs just be- 
fore his death at 94 revealed that a vegetarian 
diet had not stunted his growth and, from the 
reports of visitors in his last days, his mind still 
was sharp and saucy. 

Ninety-four is long mines for any of us 
to live.

~M’Arthur’s Views Clashed With JCS’, Too 


New York Times News Service, Spécial te The Atlanta Constitution 
WASHINGTON,’ June 10—The MacArthur inquiry will go on Monday with testimony by Lt. Gen. 
Albert C. Wedemeyer, but the principals in the case have all been heard and the géneral conclusions 
here on the controversy seem to be about as follows: 


1. Though General of The Army MacAr- 
thur and the Truman administration agreed on 
many things. their differences of judgment over 
bombing Manchuria and giving Red China an 
ultimatum, with or without the approval of the 
United Nations, were fundamental. 


2. These differences were not only be 
tween MacArthur and President Truman and 
hise cabinet, as Gen. MacArthur implied, but 
between MacArthur and the Joint Chiefs of 
staff as well. 


3. The impression created by Gen. MacAr- 
thur’s speech before Congress that the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff agreed with his strategy was. ré- 
pudiated by all members of the JCS. 

4. On various occasions between mid-No- 
vember and the end of March, 1951, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur took actions in opposition. to the spirit 
of his government's policy—particularly its policy 
of clearing’ all foreign policy statements with 
Washington, and its policy of caution in ap- 
proaching. the Manchurian border with American 
troops. 

5. The administration, however, encouraged 
independent action by the General in the early 
days of the war, allowed its differences with him 
to pile up witheut bringing the issue of civilian 


control of the military to a satisfactory conclu- 


sion, and in the opinion of most- observers he€re, 
fired with majestic clumsiness, 

6. The testimony of the past few weeks, 
however, did not and probably could not clear 
up the main differences, because they were pri- 
_marily differences of opinion as to how the Se- 
viet Union would react to the bombardment of 
Manchuria. 

Nor did this testimony. for all its yardage, 
straighten out all the differences of fact, for the 
published record is not complete, and on. both 
sides it was dotted with discrepancies. 

The discrepancies in the administration’s 
testimony, for example, included the following: 

(a.): On the day of Gen. MacArthur’s speech 
before Congress, the Pentagon issued a state- 
ment intended to deal with Gen. MacArthur’s 
implication that the joint Chiefs of staff had 
agreed with-his strategy from a military stand- 
point. 

This statement said the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff nad “recommended” MacArthur's dis- 
missal. Subsequent testimony by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff showed, however, that while 
they had approved the dismissal, they had 
not initiated it and had not “recommended” 
it. 


(b.) The chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
Gen. Omar Bradley, testified that when Gen. 
MacArthur issued his now-famous peace appeal 
to the Chinese Communists on March 24, he had 
seen a different peace appeal that was about to 
be issued by President Truman with thé con- 
currence of all the nations which had troops 
fighting in Korea. 

Subsequent testimony by the Joint Chiefs, 
however. showed that while Gen. MacArthur 


had been told four days before that such a pres- - 


idential proclamation was planned and knéw 
broadly its intent, he had not in «fact seen the 
actual document. ¢ 

(c.) On two points, Secretary of State Acheson 
gave an impression of past events that were not 
“quite in keeping with versions given by members 
of his own department in the past. He said the 
administration had never “considered”  recogniz- 
ing the Chinese Communists or bringing them 
into the United Nations, in the sense of con- 
sidering these things favorably, though late in 
1949 there was at least some sympathy in the 
State Department for these acts. 

Acheson also indicated that the Department 
had always considered Formosa important to the 
security of the United States, though in the early 
Winter of 1949, he led the fight against addi- 
tional aid to save the island from Red capture. 

(d.) -Secretary of Defense Marshall gave the 
impréssion that the instructions for his mission 


to China were written by the State Department, 
but Secretary of State Acheson testified that the 
General had rejected the original State Depart- 
ment instructions and that the General’s own 
aides had actually worked on the final instruc- 
tions. 

The discrepancies in Gen. MacArthur’s own 
statements during and prior to the inquiry here 
were even more numerous. For example: 

1. In a message to Arthur Krock, the chief 
Washington correspondent of this newspaper, on 
Nov, 29, 1950, Gen. MacArthur said “I have re- 
céived no suggéstion from any authorative source 
that in the exécution of its mission, the command 
should stop at the 38th parallel, or Pyongyang, 
or at any line short of the international boun- 
ow...” 

Six days before this message to Krock, how- 
évér, according to the Joint Chiefs of Staff, they 
sent MacArthur a message suggesting that, to 
limit the chances of involvement with the Chi- 
nesé army, MacArthur might create a neutral 
zone just short of the Yalu. 

Moreover, a cable from MacArthur, sent five 
days before his cable to Krock, was introduced 


into the record by the Joint Chiefs of Staff in 


which MacArthur rejected the neutral zone idea. 


2. Perhaps the decisive issue in. the dismis- 
sal of Gen. MacArthur was his peacé appeal to 
the Chinese Communists on March 24, issued 
while the President was planning a different 
peace appeal in the name of those United 
Nations members having troops in Korea. 


In its issue of April 2, Newsweek Magazine 
published in a statement to the effect that prior to 
issuing his statement, Gen. MacArthur had been 
furnishéd a copy of the Présidént’s proposed 
statement. é 

Gen. MacArthur, upon reading this state- 
ment, cabled Newsweek that it was “entirely 
without basis in fact.” I have never seen such 
a statement,” he stated, “and do not know if it 
even exists. Please publish this in the interests 
of truth.” 

Again in this case, the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
introduced into the record a message they sent 
to Gen. MacArthur on March 20, four days be- 
fore the General issued his appeal. The message 
discussed the proposed presidential statement. 

3. One of the central points of controversy in 
the whole affair was whether the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff approved MacArthut’s strategy, and here 
the impression given by Gen. MacArthur was 
different, at least in degree, from the testimony 
of others. 

The impression gained from MacArthur’s 
speech and his subsequent remarks before the 
joint committee was that the JCS strategic study 
of Jan. 12, 1951, was a settled statement of their 
conclusions on what had to be done. 

The assertion of the Secretary of Defense and 
of the JCS, however, was that it was a “tenta- 
tive” study, dependent upon the development of 
events in Koréa. 


Gen. MacArthur discussed it before the 
Congress, however, as a fixed JCS policy, as 
the follewing exchange between him and 
Chairman Russell of the joint committee will 
indicate. 


Chairman Russell: And there is no limitation 
on the time that it was to bé put into effect, 
or conditions rather? Was there any limitation 
that it was not to be effective unless you wére 
compelled to evacuate Korea? 

Gen. MacArthur: The only conditions were 
those I read, sir. Do you wish me to read it 
again? ; 

In reading the document, however, Gen. 
MacArthur did not include the opening sentence 
which Gen. Marshall later put in the record as 


follows: “The Joint Chiéfs of Staff have tenta- 


tively agreed upon the following objectives:” 
Instead he testified that “the position of the 

Joint Chiefs of Sta*f and my own so far as I 

know were practically identical,” though later 


under questioning he said that the JCS had néver. 


sharéd his policy of bombarding Manchuria.

You can be in love with cheap transportation in certain moods. 


You can be 


crazy about the closeness of the countryside, and the enforced chumminess of 


fellow-travelers—or you can hate it. 


And when you wake up on a bus with your 


legs feeling cramped and aching, your shoes feeling too tight, your face feeling 
crusty and dirty and your hair matted, you suddenly hate cheap transportation. 
You hate the lack of privacy, the knowledge that you have been asleep in public 


and probably with your mouth open. 


| You wish your fellow travelers would stop talking about 
their operations and love or business affairs at the top of their voices. 


You wish they looked 


cleaner and less vulnerable to the physical ills of weariness and hunger and poverty. You long for 


comfort and cleanliness and, more than anything 
else, privacy. And when you decipher the bus 
driver’s message, often delivered in a- bored 
monotone, and realize you aren’t going to reach 
your destination for hours and hours, you be- 
come a fretful, misgrable traveler. 


We were hours from Mobile and feeling pretty 
sorry for ourself the other day. We had no in- 


. tention of becoming interested in our fellow pas- 


sengers and we wished only that they would 
be very quiet so we might drift back into the 
aching, uneasy slumber that would inevitably 
end in a nightmare about falling off a precipice 
as the bus swung around a curve and wrenched 
us out of our seat. 


But the other passengers somehow kept 
intruding on our attention. We tried to sleep 
and we heard the woman across the aisle 
crying. She was traveling with a_ thin, 
blank-faced boy about 14. She had talked 
to him eagerly, in a rush as if she hadn’t 
much time. We had heard her say, “He’s 
a good man. He’ll treat you all right. But 
you must show him you are smart and help 
him with the work.”

MARY HAWORTH'S MAIL 
Unworldly Girl 
Wonders About Morals 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: I am.a girl-21, and really un- 
worldly—dumb, scared andalonely. Will you please give some ad- 
vice on how to read character in men? I can never discuss my 
perplexities with my parents. : . 

There are so many wolves on the social scene, who seem so 
innocent, and have such devastating lines, that it is difficult to 
know right from wrong. Not knowing how to evaluate men, I was 
almost trapped into an unwise situation with a married wolf—I 
learned later he was married—who seemed so very, very shy. I 
thought that sd shy a man (but attractive!) couldn’t have been 
married. But I was wrong. 


Must attractive men always have low standards? Is this 
the inevitable result of being attractive? When appearances are 
so different from the actualities, how is one to know the 
truth? Ever since the disconcerting incident with the ‘married 
man, who seemed so guileless, I have avoided all men. I feel 
that I’m too poor a judge of male character, and too much 
attracted by attractive men, to go out with any of them. 


I love simple goodness but don't seem to find it; and perhaps 
this means that I secretly like wickedness, but was cultivated in 
the habit of liking goodness. 

What is your opinion?—E. V. 

HER PROBLEM IS LONELINESS 

DEAR E. V.: Obviously you are trapped in a situation of social 
isolation frorn people. But the problem cannot be overcome as you 
think—simply in terms of finding a yardstick with which to judge 
the character of men. : 

In asking such “help,” you are artlessly admitting an intro- 
spective quest for a savior, in the role of a husband who might 
take you off your parents’ hands, rescue you from dependency 
upon them, and provide you the rations of social experience and 
human fellowship you’ve never had in adequate measure. 


You want to get psychologically close to somebody, in an 
intimate affectional exchange, because you feel instinctively 
that this arrangement is absolutely essential to your develop- 
ment (or survival) as a rational personality. In this you are 
right, of course: but it doesn’t mean, necessarily, that marriage 
or a sex relationship afford the only immediate antidote ta 
your overwhelming loneliness of spirit. 


This I mention because your panicky moods—of feeling 
urgently drawn to men, yet threatened by fear of betrayal if you 
trust them—indicate that you hunger for companionship mostly in 
terms of being “romantically” (or sexually) loved. 

This is a flight into fantasy: and it is a typically helpless 
reaction to life on ‘the part of a dependent character. Such pre- 
occupation with imaginary loves and lovemaking is also an auto- 
erstic manifestation. It is a by-product of infantile self-concern— 
a neurotic attempt to compensate oneself for having been too little 
loved in infancy, by the mothering person. 

DROP DAY DREAMS; CULTIVATE PEOPLE _. 

Your parents have transmitted to you a double dose of chronic 
anxieties and confusions, instead of fondly encouraging you in the 
exercise of normal social enterprise. In consequence, you’ll have 
to start almost from scratch, in establishing a healthy adult per- 
sonality, -I think. ~- bk, 

You will need expert psychological help at first, for guidance 
in making your way towards suitable groups, and in fixing your 
sights on the right kind of people for friends. 

Later, when you’ve had some experience in the democratic 
_ give-and-take of group associations, it will be time enough to search 
the field for a sweetheart. A working knowledge of human nature 
is necessary for judging character. Every individual is a different 
story from every other individual; and to “read” individuals cor- 
rectly, you first must overcome self distrust and fear of people 
en masse as well. M. H.

Fulton Park, there are large 
grills, and ample 
those who prefer to take along 
their own basket of food. At 
this park it is wise to call for 
reservations for the grills, for 
summertime makes it a popular 
spot and grill space becomes 
scarce especially for very large 
parties. 


Adams Park is another popu- 
lar spot and open grills are 
available theré. -Charcoal is not 
furnished at either of these 
parks, but it may be brought 
along by the individuals. 


The city parks such as Grant, 
Piedmont, Mozeley, Maddox, 
Oakland City and Perkerson, 
are all splendid gathering places 
for outdoor eating. They too are 
free and wood for fires is avail- 
able. The wood supply is some- 
times depleted, especially fol- 
lowing a big week end of out- 
door parties, when thousands 
attend, but as a general rule 
there is enough. 


GRILLS AND SHEDS OPEN 


At Grant Park there are cov- 
ered sheds, barbecue grills, 
waist-high stoves, a picnic pa- 
vilion, as well as many shady 
picnic areas. Perkergson Park is 
also equipped. with sheds and 
master grill sheds, while at the 
other parks there are grills and 
Picnic areas available. 


Then there are the commu- 
nity parks, neighborhood parks 
where family groups or parties 
can go fora picnic supper. When 
pools at Piedmont .and 
Grant Parks close for the night, 
the majority of the park lights 
are turned off so it’s advisable 
to plan the parties for earlier in 
the evening. Out at Mooney’s 
Lake, there are 20 grills, shelter 
tables, and master grills. Char- 
coal may be bought there. It’s 
advisable to make reservations 
there for parties of 20 or more. 
The varieties of recreational 
facilities there put space at 


But remember: be careful of 
fire; place garbage and trash in 
cans provided, and don’t strew 
paper. Somebody may want to 
eat after you do.

It’s likely to be “heaven on wheels” all Summer for the coming 


generation. 


In camps, on sidewalks or the streets of the town 


bicycling comes to be more and more popular in the five-to-fifteen 


set. 

Counselors in many camps 
will go all-out for a bicycle 
program. They’ll stress three 
things. They want to inspire 
nonriders to learn how to bi- 
cycle. They hope to help chil- 
dren become safer and more 
skillful riders. They expect their 
camp program to carry a boun- 
tiful amount of cycling fun. 
SAFETY STRESSED 

The Bicycle Institute of 
America makes available now a 
pamphlet called “Bike Fun.” It 
carries information on how to 
organize bicycling trips, bike 
polo, bicycle rodeos and other 
group activities with bicycles. 

Besides this kind of informa- 
tion, there’s safety education 
dealing with bicycles, bike craft 
methods on how to care for a 
bicycle. 

Secretary of the institute, 
John Auerbach, says bicycling is 
a safer sport and recreation than 
football, basketball and baseball. 
To prove it, he states: 

“A study of accidents in grade 
and high schools shows the bi- 


per cent less than football, 400 
per cent less than basketball 
and 300 per cent less than base- 
ball. The National Safety Coun- 
cil made this study, and they 
considered only those accidents 
requiring a doctor’s attention or 
causing a student to be absent 
from school for one-half day or 
more.” ae 


Auerbach gave credit for the 
low accident rate to intensive 


‘safety campaigns being waged 


constantly by the Bicycle Insti- 
tute, school, police d other 
civic officials throughout the 
country. Ninety to 100 per cent 
reductions in bicycl4 accidents 
have been reported/ by many 
communities.

“IT am a naturally impatient 
person,” writes a mother, “and 
I find that trait showing up, 
now that I have a child. When 
she was a baby and I was doing 
everything for her, it: was all 
right. I was operating at my own 
speed and I didn’t expect any- 
thing of her, so my natural im- 
patience didn’t affect our rela- 
tionship. But now she is walk- 
ing and beginning to talk, and 
she has lots to learn, and we 
have’ some struggles.

The absence of patience can 
be due to parents’ lack of im- 
agination, of understanding, of 
interest, of perhaps of self- 
discipline.

ORLANDO, Fla., June f0—(#)—Southern Presbyterians were 
told Sunday night that church agencies are being asked to do more 
and more with less and less despite record donations. . 

Dr. James G. Patton, Jr., Execu- 
tive Secretary of the General 
Council of the Presbyterian Church 
in the U, S., made the statement 
in connection with presentation of 
the largest budget in the church’s 
history—$4,800,276. 


He told 400-odd ministers and 
laymen from 85 Presbyteries in 
16 states that per capita giving 
for benevolences during the past 
church year was $13.41, lowest in 
the last three years. Next lowest 
was $13.49 in 1948. 

But, he said, per capita giving 
for current expenses was $44.15, 
having steadily increased for $29.53 
five years ago.
